act. If there eter was a case of justifiable 
homicide, on otber grouod than that of self- 
defense, this was one. Bell was, according 
to the testimony, goaded by the most dia- 
bolical insults it is possible to inflict, but 
this was. 00 palliation in the opinion of the 
judge. While reciting, in bis charge to the 
jut} circumstances sufficient to justify the 

illing, be refuses to permit them to bave any 
weight in extenuation. But bear bim : 

Don’t let it be thought that I consider that 
the prisoner bas suffered no wroog. I have 
the greatest compassion for him. He heard 
that Dadson had boasted of the seduction o! 
the woman with whom he bad lived, and to 
whom he had been very kind—bis wife, the 
motber of his children. His feelings were 
very much burt, but wounded feelings will 
not excuse s man who committed a wilfal 
morder. If you believe he was sane esough 
to know tlfat he was taking revenge, you 
cansot suppose him insane. Observe bis 
conduct, as described by the witnesges, and 
you will perceive that be was cool, collected, 
aod resolved to take away the life of bis fellow 
man. If you believe be committed this «ct, 
knowing at the time that it was a violation of 
the law, you must coavict bim ; but, if you 
believe he was insane st the time, you must 
acquit him. 

lo ao hoor the jury came into court with a 
verdict of wilful murder, 

Heaven forbid that we should have such 
rulings and such verdicts in our courts. Col. 
David Tuggert, of Portland, who was present 
at the tri-l, eays of it: 

Tbe murder was committed by a man, in vin- 
dication of bis marite! honor, and yet most of 
tbese people are tbirsting for bis blood as if 
be bad murdered for gold. His wie was only 
én Indian, to be sure, bat the poor tool loved 
her, and the longer be thought upon it the 
worse be liked it. And becaus bis trenzy Iast- 
ed a few days they would bang bim. This is 
English law, but it is not justice. In our 
country we bave changed all that, and public 
opinion almost éompels # man to become his 
owu avenger. 

We heartily 
is not justice. 
all cases should be death. 
not so punish this greatest of all crimes, the 
duty devolves upon the injured party. We 
rejoize that in our courts judges do not bold 
opinions like that expressed by Judue 
Begbie, aud that no jury could be be obtained 
to fod a verdict so unjust.
